Westlake could be bankrupt

Westlake Village has everything going for 
it—a well-planned city with a relatively stable 
and affluent population, and a concerned and 
dedicated municipal government. However, 
through no fault of anyone in the community, 
the city could be bankrupt as early as 1992. 

The culprit is the Gann Limit—a state-wide 
voter approved measure that was ostensibly 
designed to brake expenditures on all levels of 
government in California. 

Essentially for Westlake Village, the Gann

Old Agourans to protest 
the heavy truck traffic

Old Agourans plan to picket Lewis Road, 
near Medfield, on Oct. 31 to protest heavy 
truck traffic that is endangering area resi- 
dents and the “lip service” that Los Angeles 


County has espoused concerning this prob- | 


lem over the years. 

In a letter sent to Michael Antonovich, 
chairman of the Los Angeles County Board 
of Supervisors, 24 families in Old Agoura 
have called on the county to “help us close 
this commercial driveway, called Medfield.” 
Medfield has remained in county ownership 
even after Agoura Hills became a city. 

According to the letter, the problem with 
Medfield stems from 1981, before Agoura 


Limit pre-determined municipal expenditures, 
and every dollar collected through taxes above 
this amount is to be returned to taxpayers. 
This is what has been done for the city’s 1983- 
84 fiscal year, when $78,000 was rebated in the 
form of reduced assessments for various dis- 
tricts in the city. 

The only allowances made in the Gann 
Limit to increase government expenditures 
were for population growth and an increase in 
the cost of living. And this is what has stymied 
Westlake Village and could lead to financial 
ruination. 

The city is not burgeoning like Agoura 








Hills was incorporated, when the county 
purchased three parcels of land to protect 
the future right-of-way for a proposed 
Driver Avenue re-alignment. 

“Residents complained immediately when 


Dale Poe, a developer of the westerly adja- 


cent property, illeg raded an acces 
(now called Medfield) to Lewis:Road in 
December, 1981,” the statement said. 

Old Agourans said they received assuran- 
ces from the county road department that 
“no further development would be permit- 
ted until the Canwood commercial access 
problem was taken care off.” 

These department officials, Old Agourans

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Hills, and as a matter of fact, has not grown in 
population since incorporation. The cost of 
living, or the consumer price index, has 
remained relatively low-a blessing for the pub- 
lic but a bane for Westlake Village. 

This is why the city is recommending that 
voters adopt Measure X on Nov. 3 that would 
allow Westlake Village to keep excess tax 
revenue, rather than rebate to taxpayers, to 
maintain specific services such as police and 
fire protection, and road improvements. 

“This tax over-ride would not go into the 
general fund, nor go into any new capital pro- 
ject such as a new library,” Jim Johnson said 
assuredly. “It would only go to maintain pres- 
ent services at their present levels that Wes- 
tlake Village now has.” 

Johnson is chairman of a city council- 
appointed citizens advisory committee that 
studied the city’s future fiscal dilemma. 

Westlake Village’s fiscal straitjacket origi- 
nated with the Local Agency Formation 
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Commission, the Los Angeles County agency 
that sets budgets and projected revenues to 
determine fiscal solubility for areas to be 
incorporated. 

“What LAFCO did was use 1978-79 figures, 
although we were incorporated in 1981,” 
explained Johnson. “There were no allowan- 
ces to repair our streets, although they are 20 
years old and in bad shape, and was predicated 
on a six percent rise for contracted services 
such as police and fire protection.” 

However, contract services to the Los 
Angeles County Sheriff's Department and the 
Los Angeles County Fire Department have 
been going up 8 to 10 percent a year. The city 
was able to scrap together enough funds to 
begin overdue repairs to streets and to install 
needed traffic signalization, but under the 
Gann Limit, there are no longer extra munici- 
pal funds that could be diverted to continue

‘zoning-out’ 





businesses

“It wasn’t the best decision we ever made,” 
said Planning Commissioner Louise Rishoff 
Oct. 22 referring to the portion of the zoning 
ordinance that puts a five-year limit on some 
of the businesses along the freeway corridor. 
“We need to be talking, not putting people 
out of business.” 

During a public hearing at which every 

‘speaker who addressed the Planning Com- 
mission indicated support for the threatened 
businesses, the commission decided to con- 
tinue the hearing to Jan. 28. 

In the meantime, a task force will. be 
formed to meet with each owner, walk their 
properties, determine where improvements 
can take place and develop a plan. 

“We need more input,” said Commis- 
sioner Joan Yacovone. “We hope that other 
affected business people will come to the 
next hearing. Bring solutions to us.” 

In an effort to improve the appearance of 
the freeway scenic corridor, the commission 
included sections in the new zoning ordi- 
nance that prohibited certain busisnesses as 
well as those with outdoor storage and dis- 
play and gave them a limited time to vacate. 

“Aesthetics at what price,” said Ron Bara, 
who is not one of the affected business peo- 


ple. He admitted he was one of the 90 a

cent of Agourans who responded in a survey 
that the freeway corridor should be cleaned 
up, but said he was shocked and angered 
that the city would put people out of 
business. 

“I didn’t like the looks of Mel Adams’ 
business (Agoura Equipment Rentals) when 
I chose to live here,” he said. “And I’ve told 
Mel that to his face. Many of these people 
were here long before us. 

“You're affecting 30 businesses, hundreds 
of employees, thousands of people if you 
include family members. This is the worst 
thing I see taking place in this city,” he 
declared. 

Jess Thomas read a resolution from the 
Old Agoura Homeowners Association stat- 
ing that the provision was the most ill- 
conceived part of the ordinance. 

Many of the speakers requested that the 
provision be repealed while a study of the 
situation is made. Some said that they had 
been told personally by the city that their 
businesses would not be affected only to find 
out later that they were in the prohibited 
category. 

“Market forces will determine the use of 
the area,” said Michael Martello, attorney

these programs. 

“What is happening is that the city cannot 
keep revenue from the North Ranch Gateway 
shopping center because of the Gann Limit, 
although we still must maintain the same Ser- 
vices such as police and fire protection for that 
area,” he explained. The center recently 
opened, and obviously was not cranked into 
LAFCO fiscal projections. 

He said that this will be true for other com- 
mercial developments that will open in the 
future in Westlake Village, unless voters 
approve the Gann Limit tax-over-ride on Nov. 


What Measure X asks is for the city to 
earmark about $600,000 in projected excess 
revenue to maintain present level of municipal 
services for the next four years. This represents 
about five percent of the city’s budget. 

“This comes to about $100 per household,” 
he said. “And besides, the Internal Revenue

said, acknowledged that Poe had built a 
“driveway” from his development into a 
residential area without county approval or 
authorization.

If Measure X doesn’t pass, Johnson said, 
“Westlake Village will go broke with a cumul- 
ative deficit of about $2.5 million sometime 
between 1992 and 1995. 

The consequence of bankruptcy could take 
several approaches, he said. 

If Measure X doesn’t pass Nov. 3, Johnson 
said the city would begin reducing services, 
and then ultimately be declared fiscal 
insolvent. 

‘When that happens, Westlake Village 
would no longer be a city and we'll revert back 
to being an unincorporated area of Los 
Angeles County.” 

The ultimate solution, he said, is for state 
leaders to amend Gann Limit that would elim- 
inate this problem. Hopefully, Johnson noted, 
this would be resolved shortly.

In a downpour 
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Prop. A opponents speak out

A small but hardy group of Agoura Hills residents held a 
press conference at Reyes Adobe Park Oct. 22 during a down- 
pour to decry Prop A., the Dynda Initiative, that would allot 
75 percent of hotel bed tax revenues over a seven year period 
to specific community facilities. | 

As stalwart reporters scribbled notes on rain-sodden pads, 
Dennis Damiano, spokesperson for the group, said that it was 
very important that another point of view reaches the public. 

He conceded that he had thought Prop. A was a great idea 
at first, but now thinks that the ordinance is unrealistic. 
“There is no way the plan can work,” he said. 

Measure A would allot not at least 15 percent of total 
revenues from hotel occupancy tax for building and 
improvement of sports facilities, at least 30 percent for a 
library building and at least 30 percent for a community 
center. As much as 25 percent of the revenues could go into the 
general fund. 

In their argument supporting Prop A., Councilman Ernest 
Dynda and David Chagall, executive vice president of United 
Neighbors of Agoura Hillls, claim that during the next seven 
years hotels in the city would generate at least $4.6 million in 
bed tax revenue.

Damiano pointed that there is only one hotel in the city, 
Ramada Hotel, which has not yet opened, and that the money 
would be coming into city coffers in dribs and drabs. “Dynda’s 
estimates are generous. The city won’t have 1/2 to 1/3 the 
amount needed. Last year it was estimated that it would take 
$4 million to build a library. This year’s estimate was $5.3 
million.” 

Damiano said that city council had approved the use of 
certificates of deposits, much like a home mortgage, to fund 
the library and community center. By using this funding the 
library could be completed in two years, he said. The initative 
would delay paying for the library for seven years, during 
which time building costs would increase, he added. 

“Using the certificates of deposit, we'd be five years ahead of 


the game,” claimed Damiano. 

In their rebuttal to the argument in favor of Prop A, the 
four other members of council, Mayor Fran Pavley, Mayor 
Pro Tem Jack W. Koenig, Darlene McBane and Vicky Leary, 
said that Measure A is unnecessary and restricts general fund 
revenues. 

Damiano said that the intitiative would take discretion for 
the use of tax money out of the hands of city council. “We have 
a representative form of government,” he said. “If we don’t 
like the way the city is being run, the proper way to handle it is 
to vote the council members out of office.” 

He added that it is possible that the measure is unconstitu- 
tional as it creates an infringement on the city as to how to 
spend its money.

Although the matter had-not 
been discussed by the TCSD 
directors prior to the Acorn’s 
press time, Dave Burkhardt, 
general manager at TCSD, 
thought it would be unlikely 
Hidden Valley would annex to 
the district in the near future. 

“This is a reasonable concern 
on the part of LVMWD,” he 
said. “[But] in my mind, the 


annexation shouldn't be a_ 
problem. The area is zoned for - 


a minimum of one home to 40 
acres. The homes are so far 
apart that it would be prohibi- 
tively expensive to build sew- 


age collection lines.” 

He added that Ventura 
County currently prefers to 
keep the area rural. “But in 20 
or 30 years, when these people 
(current government) are gone 
...whatever happens after that 
is speculation. I don’t see any 
proposed development there. I 
think there would be a lot of

Declawing 


The declawing of cats is a 
procedure, whereby the claws 
are surgically removed and 
will not re-grow. This can be 
performed on cats as early as 
10 to 12 weeks of age, but 
most frequently is done at 6 to 
8 months of age in conjunc- 
tion with either castration or 
ovariohysterectomy (spay) 
surgery. The latter has the 
advantage of the cat being 
anesthetized only once for 
two non-related surgical 
procedures. 

The most common reasons 
for declawing a cat are exces- 
sive destruction of furniture 
and draperies, or the fractious 
tendencies of some felines that 
result in personal injuries to 
the cat owner. Since almost all 
of the damages resulting from 
clawing arise from the actions 
of the front claws, these are 
the only ones that will need 
removal. 

Should a cat which is 
declawed on its front feet be 
involved in a cat fight or 
chased by dog, it will still be 
able to fight and/or escape 
since the teeth will afford the 






necessary protection and the 
hind claws will provide 
traction. 

The majority of serious 
injuries inflicted in cat fights 
arise from bites rather than 
scratches; thus the declawed 
cat will only be at a slight dis- 
advantage. Should a cat need 
to be declawed on all four feet 
it is advisable to keep it 
strictly indoors.

Increase looms 
for retail cost 


of water here 


Las Virgenes Municipal 
Water District directors are 
reviewing an approximate 
eight percent increase in water 
rates to finance planning, 
design and construction of the 
diatomaceaus earth filtration 
plant at the Las Virgenes 
Reservoir. 

It is anticipated that the 
rate increase will begin on a 
pro-rated basis with bills 
received after Oct. 1. Current 
water users will bear two- 
thirds of the cost, with one- 
third will be funded by future 
development. 

The filtration plant will 
remove algae which develops 
naturally in the open stored 
water. The project consists of 
a 20,000-square-foot building 
housing filters, diatomaceaus 





earth storage, a sludge han- 
dling facility, a laboratory 
and a control room. 


A similar increase in 
reclaimed water rates for irri- 
gation is also needed to offset 
a project deficit in operating 
costs, district officials 
explained, and to maintain 
the 25 percent discount for 
reclaimed water compared 
with drinking water rates. 


A $3 per month increase per 
ERU to $15 for waste water 
service in the Calabasas Park 
and Hidden Hills areas is also 
being reviewed. This increase 
will reduce an operating 
deficit for required pumping. 
Proportionate increase for 
larger customers will be 
included.

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Art docents popular in Oak Park schools

In addition to the regular 
art classes taught .at Brookside 
Elementary School in Oak 
Park, students learn about 
some of the great artists, their 
feelings and their styles, 


through a volunteer-taught art 


program. 

The program, Great Works 
of Art was purchased several 
years ago as a gift by the 
Brookside Parent Teachers 
Association. 

“The kids really enjoy the 
program,” said Bev Becker, 
who co-ordinates the program 
with the help of Teri Mora- 
bito, Pat Kavulik, Pat Der- 
rick, Carol Arias, Barbara 
Startari, Ronnie Osterman, 
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Theresa Hayman and 
Maryanne Johnson. 

Students in third to sixth 
grade are treated to the art 
classes for an hour every other 
week. They learn about the 
artist, art styles and art his- 
tory, among other things. 

“The big issue with the kids 
is how old the artist was when 
he died,” Becker added. “They 
notice the age of the artist 
when he passed away, like 40 
years old. Or they want to 
know why Van Gogh cut his 
ear off.” 

During one week, for 
example, students were intro- 
duced to three different artists 
who painted still life The art 
docents show students exam- 
ples of the artist’s work, and 
discuss their style and 
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personality. 

William Harnett, a realistic 
painter, used a style which is 
called Fool the Eye. Paul 
Cezanne painted in a more 
abstract, but identifiable way. 
George Braque, however, 
painted very abstractly, in a 
manner like his friend, Pablo 
Picasso. Fortunately, the pro- 
gram explains what the 
abstract figures are so the 
docents know how to answer 
students’ questions. 

“I always ask the kids 
which paintings they like 
best,” Becker said. “Most 
prefer the realistic paintings, 
but some like the abstract 
ones and they’re usually the 
ones who like to express 
themselves more individually. 

Following discussion of the 






artist, the docents ask students 
to participate in an art 
project. 

Teri Morabito, for exam- 
ple, asked her students to 
bring still life objects from 
home to sketch on their desk. 
One student sketched her 


lunch, adding humor to it, by 


drawing a worm across a con- 
tainer. Another student 
brought in a postcard of a 
spider web and drew a realis- 
tic rendition of it. 

“There are different ways to 
appreciate art,” Morabito 
said. “I tell the kids there’s no 
wrong or right way in art. It’s 
whether they like it or not 
that counts.” 

Becker added that introduc- 
ing students to art has helped 
them to recognize artists and

paintings when they see art 
elsewhere. “On one of our 
field trips, they wanted to 
touch the Renoir.” 

Another volunteer, Pat 
Kavulik said she finds the kids 
learn if she gets them laugh- 
ing, by telling them a funny 
incident in an artist’s life. 

The art docents enjoy their 
work as much as the kids do. 

“Those little faces.... That’s 
how I can sign up for six 
classes,” Becker said. “Some- 
times I learn as much as the 
kids do,” added Pat Derrick, 
another art docent. “It makes 
me feel good when the kids 
look forward to my classes.” 

“T think the kids really 
enjoy the interaction of our 
classes,” Becker said. “The 
kids feel a part of the class 


when they can say their opin- 
ions, like ‘this painting makes 
me feel sad because the colors 
are dark or this painting 
makes me feel happy.”

The first edition had no 
meaning for me until I came 
across A.J. Cronin’s The 
Citadel. To hold this rela- 
tively old volume is to travel 
back in time to Boston, 1937, 
when Little, Brown and 
Company first published in 
America a novel already 
shaking the foundations of 
British medical practice. 

The story concerns a 
young physician starting his 
practice in a small Welsh 
community and eventually 
moving into upscale London 
society. The novel is autobi- 
ographical, as subsequent 
works of A.J. Cronin make 
clear. As a practicing physi- 
cian, The Citadel has held a 
special fascination for me, 
and the reading of an early 
edition amplifies the impact 
of the author’s experiences. 

Early in-his career, the 
main character, Dr. Andrew 
Manson, finds great satisfac- 
tion in serving a small town 
of grateful people, while 
working for a senior physi- 
cian and his sister-business 
manager. 

Looking to free himself 
from restrictions of practice 
in a town with no hospital, 
Manson moves through the 
world of British medicine 
just befoe the advent of uni- 
versal socialized medicine. 
He finds greed and corrup-

tion rampant among his fel- 
low physicians. 

He also finds that his guid- 
ing light ultimately comes 
from the heart-felt relation- 
ships he develops earliest in 
his career—his wife, his 
idealistic surgeon friend, and 
his faith in humanity.

British physicians were so 
outraged at Cronin’s expose, 
that even as a world famous 
author, they refused to 
honor him during his life, or 
even at his death.

1937 isn’t that long ago.

Recent research has estab- 
lished that cigarette smoking 
is both a habit and an addic- 
tion. Nicotine is a drug of 
dependence, involving a set 
of definable withdrawal 
symptoms, as many smokers 
who have tried to quit can 
testify. Smoking just a pack 
a day for a year requires that 
a puff be repeated 50 to 
100,000 times, resulting in 
ingrained behavior, and it 
accustoms the body to the 
nerve stimulatory effects of 
nicotine. 

Specific steps to smoking 
cessation need to be individ- 
ualized. Often people who 
smoke have given little 
thought as to specific reasons 
why they continue. The 
American Lung Association 
and the National Cancer 
Institute provide the follow- 
ing suggestions: 

As an initial step, write the 
reasons that you like or con- 
tinue to smoke. Then list the 
reasons why you would like 
to become a non-smoker. 
After a short period of time 
look for patterns in smoking 
behavior and feelings. 

Try to find substitutes to 
meet the needs previously 
met by smoking a cigarette. 
Set a target date for quitting, 
especially a vacation or less 
stressful period. Changing 
brands to one you don’t like 
may help. Try not-to smoke 
immediately when you first 
experience a craving. Change 
activity, talk to someone and 
try a previously planned sub- 
stitute for the need. Smoke 
only those you really want. 

Give yourself rewards dur- 
ing the day other than smok- 
ing. Try to resist smoking at 
pleasurable times such as 
after a meal or with a drink. 


Ask your physician about 
Nicorette gum which pro- 
vides the chemical substitute 
for cigarettes, separating the 
nicotine withdrawal from 
behavior modification steps. 

Most physicians are wil- 
ling to help in establishing 
your own personalized smok- 
ing cessation program. The 
American Lung Association 
of Ventura County offers a 
program called Freedom 
From Smoking. It is availa- 
ble either to individuals 
through local hospitals such 
as Los Robles Regional 
Medical Centerorto. _ 
employee groups and has 
been sponsored by such 
industries as Northrup. 
Jafra, Eden Industries and 
State Farm. 

These industries promote 
freedom from smoking not 
only to create a cleaner work 
place but to reduce future 
health care costs. Individuals

Do you know these injuries? 


Let’s explain more of the 
most common athletic 
injuries: 


Jammed neck: Unlike a 
pinched nerve with pain 
going down the arm, a 
jammed neck refers to a 
sprain of the cervical liga- 
ments. It is usually from a 
sidewards like injury. 


Pinched neck: All this ref- 
ers to is an injury to the 
plexus of the nerves coming 
out of the neck. Usually the 
head is forcefully flexed or 
rotated to one side (as ina 
football tackle). This 
stretches the plexus to one 
side. If violent enough, the 
athlete will have a temporary 
paralysis of the arm. Usually 
a burning or numb sensation 
down the arm and sometimes 
to the hand. These sensations 
may last from a few seconds 
to a few minutes to a few - 
days. During that period, 


athletes will call their expe- 


rience a pinched nerve, a 
burner, a hotshot, or a stin- 
ger. However, when such 
numbness or paresthesias 
persist for more than a few 
days, the athlete narrows his 
diagnostic assessment to a. 
“pinched nerve.” 


Frozen shoulder: This is a 
painful inflammation about 
the rotator cuff and capsule 


area. It is known as adhesive 
capsulitis. It can develop 
when an athlete protects a 
painful shoulder by limiting 
movement. Early movement 
of a painful shoulder, even if 
only passive, protects that 
shoulder from becoming 
immobile or frozen. It usu- 
ally takes about six months 
to thaw out a frozen 
shoulder. 


Tennis elbow: This is an 
inflammation of the lateral 
epicondyle of the ulnar bone. 
One of the most common 
causes of this condition is a 
faulty backhand stroke. 
Tennis elbow has become a 
catch-all phrase for any 
elbow pain from overuse. 
Sometimes a one to two-inch 
brace about two inches 
below the epicondyle gives 
considerable relief. Usually if 
underuse of the arm is consi- 
dered, healing of the area 
increases significantly.

Silver verses esthetic 
filling materials 


Modern dentistry relies 
upon silver fillings as a 
dependable and long serving 
restorative material. New 
materials now available to 
the dental profession have - 
raised questions as to 


whether other options should 


be considered. 

Recently, there has been 
considerable discussion 
about the dangers of mer- 
cury contained in silver den- 
tal fillings, and many people 
are confused about the safety 
of these fillings. Some of my 
patients have asked if they 
should have their silver fil- 
lings replaced to prevent 
mercury poisoning. 

If you are also concerned, 
you can take heart, accord- 
ing to Dental Association 
and government researchers, 
as well as consumer groups. 
There have been no indica- 
tions that silver fillings eect : 
a health risk. 

Silver fillings do indeed 
contain mercury, but appar- 


ently, the fact that it is chem- 


ically bound within the metal 
prevents free mercury levels 
that are a problem. Even for 
dental health professionals 
who are exposed to freshly 
mixed silver filling materials 
on a frequent basis, the risk 
is very low.

ing small to medium sized 
cavities in back teeth. It is 
relatively inexpensive and is 
quite durable. A well-placed 
and polished silver filling can 
last for many years. Silver’s 
main shortfall is its brittle- 
ness and tendency to flow 
under pressure. 

For these reasons, it can- 
not be used to restore badly 
broken down teeth. If the fil- 
ling is going to be large, a 
gold or porcelain and gold 
combination is. probably bet- 
ter (and probably more eco- 
nomical in the long run). 

The newest filling mate- 
rials available are combina- 
tions of high strength plastics 
and porcelains. These new 
materials, called composites, 
offer real promise as an 
alternative to silver fillings. 
Currently, their main advan- 
tage is appearance. 

While silver fillings are 
very obvious due to their 
metallic or black color and 
the gray hue they impart to 
the tooth, composites are 
completely natural in 
appearance and can even be 
used to correct silver grayed 
teeth. Composites are a bit 
lower than silver in strength, 
and are slightly more costly 
due the greater time and care 
necessary for placement. 

We are now using porce- 
iain composites in our office 
for selected. cases, and thus 
far | am very encouraged by 
our results. If you have a 
question as to the material of 
choice, for yourself or for 
your child, be sure to discuss 
the decision with your dent- 
ist before the filling is 
started.

True, Jessica’s nightmarish situation was spectacular and 
clear-cut. She was trapped 22 feet beneath the earth’s sur- 
face. Either rescuers would get her out alive or they would 
not. No one had maliciously thrown her into the well’s tun- 
nel. [t was seen as an unfortunate circumstance, nothing 
more. 

There are millions of children whose deplorable circum- 
stances are not so clear-cut. Child neglect and abuse, catas- 
trophic disease, debilitating poverty, and highly dysfunc- 
tional family situations ruin the lives of countless children. 
Why isn’t there an effort and concern by a large chunk of 
the nation’s populace to come to their rescue? 

Is it only because the problems are not.as easily definable 
and solvable as with a child trapped beneath the ground? 
Perhaps, in part this is the case. What is one to do with 
complicated situations in which all kinds of legal and ethical 
issues swirl around the misfortune? The answers are not 
easy. 

Jessica’s dilemma touches the public on an unconscious 
level. Her situation resonates with people’s sense of their 
own feelings of helplessness and entrapment. Unlike Jessi- 
ca’s grave misfortune, however, most people cannot so eas- 
ily articulate their deeply felt powerlessness and hopeless- 
ness. To be concerned about Jessica is a way for many 
people to indirectly stave off their impotence concerning 
their own entrapments and troublesome plights. 





abandoned well in Midland, Tex., gripped the nation. The 


58 '4 hours of rescue procedures were constantly updated 
by the print and electronic media. Thousands of people 
were involved, directly or indirectly, in the attempt to free 
the eighteen month old girl from her underground 


entrapment. 


Much money, time, effort and attention was given on her 
behalf. And rightfully so. Her life was worth it. 

All the mobilization and concern on little Jessica’s plight 
raises an uncomfortable question. It has nothing to do with 
Jessica. It is a much larger issue. Why is it that so much 
misfortune impinging on other children (and adults) goes 
unnoticed by the masses? What goes on with the collective 
conscience of our nation that the plight of one trapped 
youngster is so important, yet the horrid circumstances of 
other people are considered tolerably customary?
